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Nixon  Orders  Pollution  Hah 

Government  Must  Clean  Uo 
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I Thursday,  February  5,  1970 Provo,  Utah 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-  President 
Nixon  said  Wednesday  he  is  giving 
federal  agencies  three  years  and 
$359  million  to  stop  polluting  the 
air  and  water. 

It  already  has  been  federal 
policy  to  conform  with  existing 
air  and  water  quality  standards, 
but  Nixon  said  previous  orders 
were  "ambiguously  worded, 
poorly  enforced,  and  generally 
ineffective.” 

Nixon  issued  an  executive  order 
reejuiring  all  federal 
facilities- including  “buildings, 
installations,  structures,  public 
works,  equipment,  aircraft. 


essels,  and  other  vehicles  and 
prbperty”--to  complete  or  at  least 
begin  necessary  pollution 
abatement  actions  by  Dec.  31 
1972,  at  the  latest. 

Agency  heads  were  ordered  to 
send  their  plans  for  meeting  that 
deadline  to  the  Budget  Bureau  by 
next  June  30. 

I'unds  appropriated  to  clean  up 
federal  pollution  may  not  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose,  Nixon 
ordered. 

Undersecretary  of  the  Interior 
Russell  H.  Train,  chairman-des- 
ignate of  the  President’s 
Environmental  Quality  Council, 
told  newsmen  the  federal  budget 
proposed  Monday  for  fiscal  1971 
included  $92  million  as  the  first 
segment  of  Nixon’s  $359  million 
program  against  federal 
pollution  $40  million  from 
‘’reprograming’’  of  Defense 
Department  money  and  $52 


million  spread  among  the  budgets 
of  other  agencies. 

By  comparison.  Train  said,  the 
funds  appropriated  for  federal 
pollution  abatement  in  fiscal 
19  68,  1969  and  1970  together 
totaled  $129  million  and  not  all 
of  that  reached  its  goal. 

Nixon  said  in  a statement  “Over 
the  past  several  years,  the  federal 
government  has  become  one  of 
the  nation’s  worst  polluters.” 

Train  declined  to  estimate  just 
how  bad.  Nationwide,  he  said,  the 
federal  contribution  to  air  and 
water  pollution  might  be  a small 
fraction,  “but  in  specific  local 
situations  it  could  be  quite 
serious.” 

"The  largest  single  agency 
involved  will  be  the  Defense 
Department,”  Train  said. 
“Defense  facilities  all  across  the 
nation  . . . almost  all  have  serious 
pollution  problems.”

Housing  Aid  To  Come 
For  Married  Students 

If  all  goes  as  planned,  a 120-unil  housing  complex  for  married 
couples  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  .south  east  Provo  by  September 
ot  this  year,  according  to  Jestin  Jacobson. 

Jacobson,  ot  Jacobson  Realty,  is  the  area  representative  for  the 
Cottonwood  Development  Corporation  which  is  building  the  complex. 

I lie  first  step  towards  construction  took  place  when  the  Provo  City 
Commission  rezoned  the  land  for  the  development.  The  land  is  between 
620  and  900  South  and  500  West  and  the  freeway. 

The  land  was  rezoned  and  official  go-ahead  was  given  by  the 
Commission  with  the  understanding  that  all  plans  for  the  structure 
must  conform  strictly  to  speciOcations  of  the  Planning  Commission  and 
Board  ol  Adjuslincnts. 

The  first  120  apartments  will  be  just  part  of  a planned  500  units  that 
Will  stand  on  the  33  acre  site. 

The  units  will  be  built  in  a condominium-style  reported  Jacobson. 
The  plot  will  also  boast  three  to  four  acres  of  landscaping.

When  they  have  completed  their  plans  they  will  turn  them  into  the 
Planning  Commission  and  the  Adjustments  Board  who  will  rule  on 
them. 

Jacobson  remarked  the  company  had  had  some  problems  with 
l"iancing,  but  those  had  been  worked  out.  They  also  had  experienced 
some  difficulty  in  purchasing  the  land. 

A citizens  committee  had  been  organized  to  oppose  the  proposed 
structure,  and  they  testified  in  a number  of  open  meetings  before  the 
City  Commi.ssion.  Rventiially  the  Commission  ruled  in  favor  of  the 
development. 

According  to  Jacobson  the  project  stands  a 90  per  cent  chance  of 
meeting  all  the  city’s  stipulations.

Bill  Sampson,  university  registrar,  was  happy  that 
the  process  went  as  well  as  it  did.  He  reported  that 
there  were  almost  no  lines  at  the  Dean’s  tables,  at 
the  cashiers  and  at  finalization.  The  only  realty  long 
lines  were  for  class  cards,  he  stated. 

The  Registrar  said  he  expects  almost  no  lines  for 
class  cards  next  semester  when  the  advisers  arc 
moved  out  of  the  West  Annex  of  the  Eicldhousc. 
That  will  provide  room  for  more  stations  for  the 
most  demanded  classes.  Sampson  also  said  that 
registration  otlicials  will  put  up  more  stations  as 
they  see  lines  forming. 

Registration  is  not  over,  though,  for  students  who 
are  dissatisfied  with  their  schedules  and  think  the 
process  of  dropping  and  adding  would  help  them. 
Last  semester  about  7,100  students  added  or 
dropped  classes  and  the  stime  number  is  expected 
now. 

Crowded  Cla.sses 

Another  problem  is  jammed  classrooms  which 
occur  for  several  reasons.  E.ither  the  class  cut-offs 
have  been  incorrectly  observed  by  those  at  the 
tables,  or  the  teacher  may  have  been  soft-hearted 
enough  to  let  ‘‘just  one  more”  student  in  the  class. 

Sampson  sjiid  teachers  may  be  doing  students  a 
disservice  by  letting  them  in  their  classes  after  they 
are  full.  “A  teacher  has  the  right  to  let  students  in 
up  to  the  physical  capacity  of  the  building,”  he  said. 

The  Rcigstrar  also  explained  that  if  class  rolls 
could  be  printed  faster,  teachers  would  know  sotuier 
when  tlieir  classes  arc  full  or  how  many  students  are 
really  registered.  Last  semester,  the  class  rolls  were 
first  ready  about  two  weeks  after  classes  started. 
The  situation  will  likely  be  the  same  this  semester. 

The  actual  enrollment  is  actually  lower  this 
semester  than  last.  Sampson  says  this  is  normal. 
There  are  1 ,762  more  students  than  last  year  at  this 
time.  The  total  includes  only  daytime  students  and 
not  those  who  will  register  late  approximately  800. 


Engineers  Add 
Atomic  Course 

BYU  will  take  a big  step  into 
the  atomic  age  this  semester  when 
the  first  class  in  a new  Nuclear 
Bngineering  program  will  be 
taught.  In  charge  of  the  program 
will  be  Dr.  Vern  Rogers  and  Dr. 
Dee  Barker,  chairman  of  the 
Nuefear  Engineering  Committee, 

Kicking  off  the  new  program 
spring  semester  will  be  Chem.  E. 
582,  an  introductory  Nuclear 
Engineering  class.  Chem.  E.  582 
has  been  added  to  the  present  list 
of  engineering  courses  to  provide 
undergraduates  with  the  chance  to 
obtain  background  in  Nuclear 
Emgineering. 

Chem.  Fi.  682,  the  current 
graduate  course,  will  be  made 
more  advanced.  Next  fall  two 
classes  in  nuclear  reactor  physics 
will  fill  out  the  program.  Nectear 
Engineering  can  now  be  a minor 
for  students  working  for  their 
master’s  degree. 


BYU-CSU  Tonight! 
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Moviegoers  Losing 

A problem  developed.  Judgment  was  used.  And  BYU  moviegoers 
were  once  again  on  tlie  losing  end. 

The  problem  concerns  the  quality  and  censorship  of  films  that  have 
been  shown  in  the  Varsity  Theater  throughout  this  year.  The  problem 
concerns  ■"Camclot”  which  looked  as  if  it  was  edited  by  a blindfolded 
drunk.  The  problem  also  concerns  ’ Planet  of  the  Apes”  in  which  the 
sound  was  eliminated  during  the  last  crucial  scene.  More  importantly, 
the  problem  does  not  end  with  these  two  movies  but  may  well  be 
repeated  in  the  future. 

It  might  be  said  that  the  poor  quality  of  “Camelot”  was  unavoidable 
since  this  is  how  the  film  was  received.  Judgement  was  used  (or  may 
not  have  been  used  since  no  one  previewed  the  film)  to  run  it  anyway, 
and  students  wasted  money  for  a shreded  movie. 

No  one  should  waste  even  thirty-five  ceitts  on  a tilm  which  is  cut  up 
and  somehow  shoved  through  a projector.  A movie  would  certainly  be 
returned  if  4 was  obscene-  then  there  should  be  as  much  concern  for 
quality  too.  By  admission,  damaged  films  can  be  sent  back  to  the 
studios  and  better  prints  of  the  movie  requested.  This  has  been  done  in 
the  past  at  BYU  and  should  iiave  been  done  again, 

“Camelot”  mainly  depends  on  its  fine  music  for  its  worth,  and  when 
the  musical  scenes  are  hacked  out,  the  value  of  the  tilm  is  greatly 
reduced. 

The  question  of  censoring  ‘'Planet  of  the  Apes”  becomes  a stickier 
issue.  According  to  Lyle  Curtis,  films  are  censored  when  they  contain 
excessive  sex  or  nudity  and  when  tiiey  take  the  Lord  s name  in  vain. 
The  issue  for  "Apes”  is  whether  during  the  last  scene -the  very  last 
scene-Charlton  Heston  took  the  Lord's  name  in  vain,  when  he  repeated 
"Oh  my  God”  several  times.  Here  in  print,  it  would  appear  that  he  took 
the  Lord's  name  in  vain.  But  the  quote  should  be  put  back  into  the 
context  of  the  story.  Mr,  Heston  has  just  found  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
sunk  ingloriously  into  the  ground.  He  has  just  discovered  that  the 
planet  he  is  on,  which  is  ruled  by  apes,  is  Mother  Larth,  He  has  just 
discovered  what  has  happened  to  the  human  race  and  so  in  tormented 
anguish,  he  cries  “Oh  my  God,  oh  my  God.  They've  done  it  now,” 
Considering  that  the  film  was  quite  clean  up  to  that  point,  it  is 
conceivable  that  Heston  was  uttering  a prayer-just  as  Joseph  Smith 
cried  “Oh  Lord,  my  God!"  upon  falling  out  of  the  window  at  Carthage 
Jail.  Of  course,  Charton  Heston  is  not  Joseph  Smith  and  the  movie  is 
fictitious.  However,  movies  are  to  represent  reality.  Mr.  Heston's 
remark,  on  that  basis,  and  in  a stress  situation,  was  no  more  uncalled 
for  than  the  prophet's.  To  cut  out  a single  isolated  remark  which  is 
crucial  to  the  end  of  a movie  is  in  itself  obscene  and'oftensive.  H.S. 


Gap  Widening 


A true  “credibility  gap”  is  opening  between  the  U.S.  Senate  and  the 
President. 

The  “gap”  started  with  the  veto  of  the  H.E.W.  bill  last  week.  Many 
people  do  not  remember  the  words  of  Candidate  Nixon,  late  in  the 
campaign  of  1968,  stating  that  this  country  needed  new  priorities  and 
direction  in  spending  the  tax  dollar. 

Yet,  now  we  see  the  end  result  of  politicing.  More  and  more  money 
for  defense  spending,  and  more  money  into  a super-airplane  that  won't 
even  be  able  to  land  anywhere  in  the  U.S.  because  of  the  noise  factor. 
Yet,  to  ‘‘check  inflation”  the  President  HAD  to  veto  the  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare  budget. 

The  worst  breach  of  trust  is  happening  now.  Less  than  a year  ago,  the 
antiballistic  missile  system  (ABM)  was  approved  after  a move  to  block 
it  failed  in  the  Senate  on  a 50-50  vote. 

The  original  proposal  appropriated  money  for  two  sites  and  tor  a 
study  to  be  completed  BEFORE  the  President  sought  any  more  funds 
from  the  Congress  to  expand  the  ABM  system. 

Nixon  announced  last  Friday  that  he  will  now  expand  the  system.  He 
will  have  the  detailed  proposal  within  a month.  All  this,  and  still  no 
study  to  assist  the  Congress  in  how  the  ABM  is  working  or  failing. 

It  is  a bad  situation  our  representatives  find  themselves  in.  Can  they 
take  the  President  at  his  word,  or  must  they  take  his  word  and  then 
take  all  the  politics  out  first?

SAIGON  (AP)-Allied  officials 
on  the  eve  of  Tet,  the  lunar  new 
year,  believe  they  know  the 
intention  and  the  military 
capabilities  of  the  Viet 
Cong-North  Vietnamese  forces. 
And  they  say  they  can  withstand 
any  major  holiday  attacks. 

But  this  knowledge  has  not 
steadied  the  pre-Tet  jitters  that 
have  pervaded  Saigon,  the 
northern  city  of  Da  Nang,  the 
battlefields  and  all  other  cities  and 
towns  in  South  Vietnam.  Tet  is 
Friday. 

Still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the 
Vietnamese  people  is  the  memory 
of  the  1968  enemy  offensive  that 
ripped  through  every  major  city  in 
the  most  devastating  onslaught  of 
the  war. 

While  the  military  capability  of 
the  Viet  Cong  and  the  North 
Vietnamese  is  apparently  weaker 
than  in  February  of  1968,  few  in 
South  Vietnam  are  forgetting  the 
fanatical  streak  that  has  carried 
the  enemy  forces  across 
impossible  battlefields  before. 

That  is  why,  as  the  weekend  Tet 
celebrations  draw  near,  all  South 
Vietnamese  military  police  forces 
in  Saigon  and  the  surrounding 
capital  military  district  are 
supposed  to  be  restricted  to  their 
posts. 

Allied  intelligence  assessments 
give  the  enemy  a limited 
capability  of  striking  anywhere  in 
the  country  during  Tet. 

Some  areas  may  be  hit  with 
actions  similar  in  scale  to  those  of 
Tet,  1968,  according  to  some 
assessments.  One  such  area  is  the 
southern  portion  of  the 
Cambodian  border  where  North 


Vietnamese  infantry  is  known  to 
be  massing  against  the  Vietnamese 
towns  of  Ha  Tien  on  the  Gult  of 
Siam,  and  Chau  Doc  on  the 
Mekong  River. 

Also  threatened  are  the 
southern  approaches  to  Da  Nang, 
and  the  towns  and  villages  in  the 
rich,  rice  growing  valleys  in  that 
region.  Numerous  captured 
documents  point  to  major  North 
Vietnamese  military  activity  there 
at  Tet.
